SANITARY  Cl RCUl, STANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


In  February,  the  -Council  agreed  to  the  proposal  of  the  Joint  Water 
Committee  of  the  Bridport  Borough  and  Bridport  Rural  District  Councils 
that,  after  considering  the  Report  of  their  financial  advisors,  any 
further  consideration  of  the  proposal  to  acquire  the  Bridport  Yifater  Works  • 
Company’s  Undertaking  should  be  abandoned. 

Approximately  I40  houses  take  their  waiter  from  outside  taps. 

Four  sejiiplcs  of  mains  water  were  ta,ken  for  bacteriological  analyses 
and  all  were  satisfactory. 

I am  grateful  to  the  Walter  Works  Coirpany’s  Engineer  for  his 
co-operation  in  exchanging  analyses  reports  and  discussions  on  waiter 
supplies. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

As  stated  in  previous  Reports,  the  East  Baech  is  grossly  polluted 
with  sewage  from  the  outfall  situated  in  the  middle  of  this  bea.ch  and 
through  which  all  sewage  from  the  Borough  and  parts  of  the  adjoining 
Rural  District  empties  untreated  into  the  sea, 

Sewa.ge  treatment  a.t  West  Ba.y  has  been  exercising  the  Council’s 
attention  for  very  many  years  as  they  have  realised  that  something 
had  to  be  done  to  abate  the  Nuisance. 

In  1938}  their  Consultants  put  forward  a scheme  embracing,  the 
enlargement  of  the  storm  overflow  to  the  river,  installation  of  storm 
pumps,  a settlement  tank,  sludge  disposal  and  chlorination  of  the  effluent^ 

In  1950>  'tbe  Consultant’s  successors  produced  an  alternative  scheme 
which  included, (1)  screening  by  a rotating  fine  screen, (2)  disinte/gration^ 
of  the  screenings,  (3)  installation  of  storm  pumps^  (4)  discharging  the 
sewage  through  a.  hew  outfall  400  yards  east  of  the  present  one.  The 
Ministry  agreed  v/ith  great  reluctance  to  this  scheme  but  the  Council  did 
not  carry  it  out,  financial  reasons  being  partly  responsible. 

In  1951 » ■the  Consultants,  after  being  asked  by  the  Council  for  a 
smaller  scherae,  produced  a Report  proposing,  (l)  installation  of  a 
Corarainutor, (2)  a storm  pump  to  prevent  flooding,  (3)  reconstruction  of  the 
storm  overflow  to  the  river.  (4)  the  extension  of  the  present  outfall  by 
20  feet.  The  Ministry  approved  the  scherae  but  deleted  the  Comrainutor,  In 
1952,  the  Council  stopped  the  scherae  a,s  they  considered  the  tenders  -too 
high. 

In  1954j  Bridport  R. D.  C.  were  planning  to  install  Sewage  Works 
approximately  one  mile  east  of  West  Bay  to  take  the  drainage  of  Burton 
Bradstock,  and  the  Borough  Council  approached  the  Rural  Council  to  see 
if  i-t  would  be  possible  to  construct  a Joint  Sewage  Works  to  take  the 
drainage  from  Bridport  and  Burton  Bradstock.  This  proposal  was  turned 
dov/n. 


The  Council  then  considered  installing  a Co-rarninutor  and  sought  the 
Ministry’s  approval  but  this  approval  was  not  given  for  obvious  reasons. 

Thus  the  problem  of  the  danger  from  sev/age  pollution  remg-ins  and  is 
increasing  from  year  to  year. 

442  feet  of  new  sev/ers  and  drains  to  Council  Houses  and  other  works, 
1,050  feet  of  new  drains  to  private  buildings,  and  662  feet  of  new  drains 
to  old  premises  were  installed  during  the  year. 

Rivers . 

No  serious  pollution  occurs  in  the  rivers  Brit,  Asker,  and  Simene, 
during  their  course  through  the  Borough, 
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Public  Cleaiising. 

On  1st,  June,  tippin^^  corauienced  on  the  new  refuse  disposal  site 
at  Bothcnha'uipton,  One  man  is  employed  at  the  tip  to  control  all  the 
tipping.  A new  lorry  was  purchased  to  assist  in  refuse  collection;  one 
man  is  employed  at  the  destructor  to  burn  the  first  load  of  refuse  each 
day. 

Under  the  Bridport  (extension)  Order  v/hich  came  into  force  on 
l6th.  liarch,  five,  additional  promises  had  to  be  visited  for  refuse 
collection  (the  Council  Houses,  built  by  Bridport  Borough  Council 
in  the  Bridport  R. D, C, *s  area  were  already  having  their  dustbins 
collected  bv  the  Borough's  refuse  lorry,  84  at  Court  Orchard  and  ^0 
at  Skilling). 


A total  of  1,950  loads  of  refuse  were  collected  from  approximately 
2,775  dustbins. 

During  the  year,  tons  of  Tins,  25i  tons  of  Paper,  and  ll^ 

tons  of  miscellaneous  sad-vage  were  collected  and  sold. 

Street  clcaJiing  was  carried  out  by  three  full-time  sv^cepers  with 
street  orderly  carts,  and  a total  of  5.6  miles  were  swept  daily;  1 
mile  three  times  weekly;  2.1  miles  tvdee  weekly  and  3.5  miles  once 
a week. 

The  Bridport  (extension)  Order  added  0. 37  miles  of  road  to  the 
Borough  for  sweeping  purposes  at  Brewery  Hill.  The  roads  in  the  other 
areas  added  to  the  Borough  were  already  being  swept,  as  they  were  all 
on  the  Council's  Housing  Estates.
